Washington, Oct. 3.—President WU- 


»on, after a conference with administra- 
tion leaders early today, planned to sign 
the new tariff bill at 9 o'clock tonight. 
•It marks the completion of the first 
peat reform measure of his administra- 
tion and is the first democratic tariff 
revision bill passed in nearly a score of 
JPMII. 


Arrangements for ceremonies to at- 


tend the final act in the prolonged tariff 
legislation were made by the president 
hi won as it seemed insured that the 


would retch him some time to- 


iflay. 


.Invited by the president to witness 


ithe signing of the measure were Chair- 
< 


Underwood and members of the 


ways and means committee, Chairman 
Simmons, and members of the finance 
'Committee; Vice President Marshall, Bres- 
ident Pro Temper* Clarke and Majority 
leader Kern, of the senate, Speaker 
Clark, members of the cabinet and news- 
paper correspondents.' 


House Agrees; Marshall Signs. 


The house agreed to the conference 


report at 1:22 today, constituting the 
final action of that body on the tariff 
bill . Speaker Clark overruled all points 


• of order made by members who con- 


tended that further action by the house 
•was not necessary. 


Speaker Clark immediately afterward 


feigned tha bill, affixing his signature at 
1:25 o'clock. Cheers and applause greet- 
ed the final action of the. house. 


The completed bill was then gait on 


Its way to the senate, where it was 
signed by Vice President V . hall.- II

a to the 


white house, where the present wil' 
Mgn it at 9 o'clock tonight. 


Vice President Marshall signed the bil 


at 1:34 o'clock. 


President Wilson looked forward with 


eagerness to the moment when the en- 
grocccd bill, the fruits of many months 
cf enrfeavor to enact tariff reform in ac- 
cordance with the declaration of the 
party platform, would be placed upon 
his desk. Having followed every detai

Vote in the Senate. 


\ The sermte at the end of a listless de 
bate passed the conference report a 


. '(3:30 o'clock last night by a vote of 3 


to IT. only four more than the neces 
lary quorum of the senate. 


Senators LaTollette, republican, and 


Potndexter, progressive, voted for the 
conference report, as they did for the 
bill on Its passage and Senators Rans- 
dell 
and 
Thorton, democrats, votec 


against it as they did against the bill 
Otherwise it was a strict party vote. 


Immediately affcer the passage of the 


conference report--' acting on motions 
made by Chairman Simmons, of the fi- 
nance committee, the senate rejected the 
Smith-Lever compromise cotton futures 
tax amendment, passed by the house 
Tuesday, and then receded from its own 
amendment known as the Clarke cotton 
futures tax plan. 


Both of these motions were carried 


without roll calls, and their effect Is to 
leave the cotton futures question out of 
the tariff bill ao far as the senate is 
concerned. . 


Had Smoothed the Way. 


Democratic leaders of ihe house and 
enate had smoothed the way for the 
ast legislative step for the approval of 
he bill; congressional clerks had en- 
'rossed and prepared.,,the huge', -docu- 
ment • for the ^resident's signature and 


t remained only to secure the formal 
ction of the house of representatives 
n receding from its cotton futures tax 
mendment to complete the tariff bill. 
Embraced in the legislation which has 


£en pending in congress since April 8 
s a complete revision and a general re- 
luctio of nearly all the import duty 
evied by this government on foreign 
merchandise; a new income tax that 
will strike every person having a net 
ncome of $3,000 and an array of im- 
mrtant changes in customs laws and 
nternal revenue regulations which will 
ceep treasury ' departmet officials busy 
'or many months in adjusting adminis- 
;rative affairs, and which will have an 
mportant bearing on all trade develop- 
ments of the country for the Jiext year 
or two. 


One Point Remained. 


No differences on the tariff bill re- 


mained to be settled in congress when 
the two houses met at noon except the 
cotton futures question. The senate had 
receded' last night from £he Clarke 
amendment, designed to prevent gamb- 
ling in futures and Democratic Leader 
Underwood was confident that the house 
would today recede from its own amend 
ment known as the Smith-Lever com- 
promise. 


While the latter amendment had the 


endorsement of President Wilson, the 
president had made it clear that he di< 
not think the regulation of- cotton fu 
ture trading was an essential part o 
a. tariff bill arid that he would not ob 
ject to having the entire matter drop 
ped out and taken up later in a sep 
arate bill.

Redrafting Regulations. 


' Treasury officials

task of redrafting the regulations for 
the enforcement of the new tariff law. 
While the law goes into effect tomor- 
r6w,eollectors of customs will continue 
to assess thn duties of the old Payne- 
Aldrich net, withholding linul liquidation 
of each entry until the receipt of copies 
of the new law. In this way it is ex- 
pected there will he no delay in passing 
importations through tho customs house 
»nd tho government will be guaranteed 
the proper duties. It will probably re- 
quire ten days for the customs service 
in all parts of the country to adjust it- 
self, .even in a general manner, to the 
new law but it will require months be-

Refuses Many Requests. 


President Wilson refused throughout 


tho day repeated requests from moving 
picture concerns and photographers to 
be present when the tariff bill is signed. 
He took the position that the signing 
of a legislative act of so great import- 
anci should b» a dignified occasion but 
tfae requests were pressing in on the 
white house from all sides and there was 
come hope that the picture men might 
at least photograph the group after the 
bill was signed.

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The Men and the System 


.-' Quite apart from Mr. Hosey's claims, in sclf-lauda- 


tion of his own accomplishments as mayor of Fort Wayne, 
and quite apart from however emphatically you may agree 
or disagree with him as to the policies'he enunciated as 
mayor and Avill doubtless put into effects again should 
he be given the opportunity, is the paramount issue in 
•Port Wayne's campaign this year. This is the fight on 
the partisan system which Mr. ITosey and other partisan 
nominees represent. It is a matter of infinitely more im- 
portance to the people of Port Wayne than are the po- 
litical fortunes of Mr. Hosey or any of those, who hope to 
climb into city hall berths as a reward for their activity 
in his behalf in the event of his election. 


The municipal issue today is not so much a question 


of ;men as of methods. Popular protest is against the 
partisan system, and this protest arises from a growing 
realization that the partisan system as applied to cities 
is an egregious blunder. It is a blunder that Fort Wayne 
and countless other American cities have gone on making 
year after year. Realizing that city government has 
been inefficient and unresponsive, we have sought to rem- 
edy matters by frequent changes of management. We, 
have applied palliative remedies in a case where drastic' 
treatment was clearly indicated. We have not attacked 
the root of the evil—the vicious system which permits' 
control by a partisan machine, doles out important trusts 
as partisan rewards and measures every administrative 
act by its probable effect on the-party. 


, The belief that good men alone arc all that is needed 


to give us good government is sheerest fallacy. It is not 
enough to elect the right sort of men to office. 
There 


must at the same time bo an absolute elimination of the 
party' machine in. order that their hands may be free to 
serve, the whole people and not merely the particular party 
^organization they may chance to represent. Capable men 
alone cannot save a business enterprise from bankruptcy 
if it must continue, to be weighted down by a bad system. 
The first requisite toward improvement is to get rid of a 
had system and supplant it with a better one, based upon 
plain efficiency. The city is no more justified in paying 
tribute to a partisan machine than is the private individ- 
ual or the private enterprise. It in simple justice to its 
jbwn interests ought to insist that its public servants rcn- 
8er full service to the city and not to any political ma- 
fchine. That is precisely what is purposed by the non- 


. partisan platform and the non-partisan nominees who 
Ere leading the. way to better government for Ft. Wayne.

Henry Starr, one-time Oklahoma bank 
and train robber, succeeds in obtaining 
his release from'the Colorado peniten- 
tiary, where he is serving a sentence for 
the robbery of a bank at Amity, Col., 
he expects to enter the practice of la"w 
in Oklahoma City. It Is said'-he may 
become a partner of Al J. Jennings, an- 
other of the few survivors of outla- 
days in Oklahoma, who is no 


ul attorney here. Starr has been de- 
"oting all of hia leisure time during his 
our years in the Colorado prison to the 
tudy of law, and is said to be unusually 
veil informed. 


The careers of Starr and Jennings ran. 


-losely parallel for years. 
Both were 


eaders of outlaw bands. Each was con- 
icted of murder. 
Both were serving 


sentences in the Federal penitentiary ut 
Columbus, Ohio, when their acquaintance 
really began. Mr. Roosevelt, then presi- 
dent, pardoned Starr and restored Jen- 
nings to full citizenship after the expira- 
;ion of his prison term. 


Jennings is a graduate of the Univer- 


sity of Virginia and was a lawyer of 
some reputation before he was turned 
into outlawry through brooding over the 
murder of his'^urother. Starr is-a 1 full- 
blooded Cherokee, a son of Tom Starr, 
noted as a grin fighter along the border, 
and drifted into bank and train robbing 
hrough bis dare-devil disposition. .He 
killed Floyd Wilson,' a deputy United 
States marshal, and was sentenced to 
be hanged. His sentence was commuted 
to fifteen years. After serving several 
years in the federal penitentiary at Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, he was given a full par- 


a. success- don in 1903. 


He returned to his old homo near 


Tahlequah, settled down on his farm, 
married and for a number of years 
seemed to bo nn exemplary citizen, 
It 


was only a. short time after that, how- 
ever, that a bank was robbed at Tyro, 
Kan., just across the Oklahoma line, and 
Starr was suspected.

gone immediately to Colorado, as it was 
only a short time afterward that the 
Amity robbery was committed.

duced the bill to compensate the social- 
ists of Seattle for the destruction of 
their property because I believe the 
claim to be a just one," said Senator 
Miles Poindextcr to your correspondent 
today. 


Senator Poindextcr's bill provides for 


the reimbursement of certain persons 
and organizations for damage to and 
destruction of their property'in the city 
of Seattle in a riot led and actively 
participated in by sailors and marines 
of the United States navy. 
The bill

appropriation 
of 


$3,831.3(1. 


The matter was brought to the sen- 


ator's attention by Bruce Rogers, who 
made a special trip to Washington to 
present the claim to congress on behalf 
cf tbe Seattle socialists whose property 
TFAS destroyed.

Is the supremacy of the law," said the 
jeMttir. "To/ -",'Trst thing that cnn 


s to be winked at and condoned in the 
case of this mob, of course it will lead 
;o retaliation, and the quick result will 
36 a reign of violence and the loss of 
iverything that we have gained in the 
slow and tedious process of building up 
a peaceable system of settling differ- 
ences, whether political or otherwise. 


"I have carefully examined the docu- 


ments in the case." continued the sena- 
tor, "and" I am convinced that these

property at the hands of a mob in 
which sailors and marines of the navy 
weer active participants. If the United 
States cannot find means to keep its 
sailors and marines from violent at- 
tacks on the pronerty of peaceable pri-

Opinions may differ as to the causes of 
the outrage and as to who had the prtn- 
cipa lhand in inciting this mob to vio- 
cncc, but that the violence did occur 
and that the damage was actually done 
s not open to question." 


The senator said that the -fact that 


,he people who suffered loss are soci.il- 
!St<? his nothing to do with the case. 


"Tho question of the political beliefs 


of those who suffered loss has nothi-i? 
to do with the matter," he said. "Their 
political opinions are, like their relig 
ions beliefs, their own affair. The sin 
jjle fact that counts is that they arc en- 
titled to protection of life, liberty and 
property under the constitution. 
For 


that reason I think that congress shoul' 
compensate them for the damage which 


difficulty would be in getting the facts 
of the Seattle riots known to congress, 
and when upon my arrival I found a 
letter from Senator Poindexter inviting 
me to call and lay the truth open to 
him, I was surprised and gratified," he 
continued.

The an- 
nouncement is regarded with interest by 
astronomers all over the world. 


The universe. Prof. Innes asserts, is 


contained within the space girdled by 


is the distance light would tifvel in 
1,080 
years. A ray of light takes six- 


teen minutes and thirty-six seconds to 
traverse the diameter of the earth's 
orbit. 


The so-called "helium stars,'1 the t7o- 


hannesburg astronomer 'avers, are the 
most distant of all stars from the earth. 
The helium stars are peculiar to the 
Milky Way. 


Is there anything outside the universe? 


On this point Prof. Innes does not ven- 
ture a positive opinion, hut he says that 
the most powerful telescopes penetrate 
far into space, beyond the Vonndaries 
of the, universe — revealing nothing. 
In 


no sign of other universes of similarly 
constituted stellar systems. 


He looked out beyond the universe— 


the air in South Africa is very clear— 
hut his telescope discovered in those 
far-away depths of space none of those 
vague clouds called "nebulae," 
which 


some astronomers supposed to be star- 
ystems in process of formation. Many 
of these nebulae are spiral-looking, and 
the. conjecture is that the.y are whirling 
around and' around, condensing them- 
selves into solid globes, on which life 
may later appear. 


The number of stars, according to 


Prof. Innes, is limited, falling far short 
of the number of people on the earth. 
He estimates the mass of the universe 
as equal to 441,000 times the mass of 
the sun. That is to say, the combined 
mass nf all the globes, big and little, in 
the universe is as heavy as 441,000 suns. 
Of stars 100 times as massive as the sun 
there are 300 of stars ten times as mas- 
sive as ihp sun there are nOUO: of fil-irs 
equal in mass to the. sun there are 200,- 
000; 
and of stnrs smaller than the sun 


there are 16.000.000, 1.000.000 of which 
are one-tenth the mass of the sun; 


sun's mass, and 10,000,000 are one one- 
thousandth of the sun's mass. 
There 


arc besides small stars in scattered clus- 
ters, equal in the aggregate to 1,000 
times the sun's mass. 


It is probable that a majority of tha 


stars, he adds, have a greater surface 
brilliancy than the sun. Thus, as in the 
solar system, nearly all the mass is con- 
tained in a few bodies, the large rria- - 
jority contributing but slight!v to the to- 
tal. 
The stars are well mixed as to 


sizes, small stars occurring where there 
are large ones and 
large stars being 


found where sir.nl! stars are numerous. 


Prcffl Innes' other conclusions are that 


there is no serious absorption of light in 
space, that it is unproved that the sun 
and stars radiate into empty space, ami 
that the existence of "dark" suns is quite 
without demonstration, not one being 
certainly known.

It has to 
meet the eocial reform that has been 
sweeping the country; it must meet the 
problem of the poor girl who has not an 
adequate wage to enable her to live 
decently and morally; it must'combat
